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Heading any list of actions affecting business is the proposed Constitutional 
amendment (SR 22) which would limit the State's participation to 4 mill ad valorem 
tax. Of interest particularly to the Atlanta area, and the State as a whole, is the 
Resolution authorizing the purchase of the area for the development of the Stone Moun- 
tain Confederate Memorial Park, which will make possible the eventual completion of 
this state memorial park. 


The following is a list of General Acts affecting business passed by the General 
Assembly. Because of space limitations, only the short title is given. 


SENATE 


SB 172 The cause of action for criminal negligence shall not abate due to the death 
of either party. 


SB 174 Prescribes right of action for medical and/or burial expense resulting from 
injuries or death caused by criminal negligence. 


SB 238 Provides uniform bank tax as between federal and State Banks. 


SB 239 Provides for approval of incorporation of Trust Companies by the State super- 
intendent of Banks. 


SB 240 Provides that trusts or estates shall pay income tax on the 15th of April or 
the 15th of the fourth month after the end of their fiscal year. 


SB 261 Provides procedure for obtaining right-of-way for corporations engaged in 
mining and quarrying. 


SB 266 Provides that counties shall publish an annual financial audit. 


SB 299 Peres that reclaimed oils and greases shall be properly labeled as such 
before sale.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 


Creates Georgia Turnpike Authority to build super toll road from Cartersville, 
Georgia, to the Tennessee State Line. 


Authorizes appointment of administrator de bonis non with will annexed upon 
application of interested persons in cases where the only qualified executor 
of a decedent's estate dies testate. 


Two-ton trucks and buses shall not follow closer than 200 yards for a distance 
of more than one-half mile. 


Provides that claim of lien shall be filed within 3 months.

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Admits as evidence writing or records made in course of business.

Provides for psyment of income tax on estates or trusts shall be paid by 
April 15th or »y the 15th of the 4th month following end of their fiscal year.

Amends Rural Telephone Cooperative act to change the definition of "rural com- 
munity" from 1,000 population to 1,500 population. 


Provides that sales tax returns shall be made on the 15th rather than the ist 
of the month. 


pefers time for filing income tax returns for Korean Service personnel. 
Authorizes reciprocity with neighboring states for fish and game licenses. 


Provides that payment of income tax in cases of liquidation of corporations 
shall conform to the Internal Revenue Code. 


Places judgments in Worknen's Compensation cases in same category as Court 
cases. 


Restores price fixing authority of the Milk Control Board with the proviso 
that suppliers and processors may agree on price by contracting with each 
other, but in case of fsilure to act, Board may do so. 


fit ng that all motor traffic must stop while school bus is loading or un- 
oading. 


Provides that common carriers carrying school children need not be marked 
"School Bus." 


Provides that cases of suit on account do not require jury verdict. 


Provides that charitable trusts may contract with hospitals for the care of 
needy or contribute funds for construction or equipment. 


Provides that a divorce shall revoke any prior will by either party. 


Makes provision for disability retirement due to certain occupational dis- 
eases and provides a one-half pay for one year after 2 years of service. 


Provides that commissioners of Roads and Revenues in certain counties may 
prescribe building codes. 


Amends Income Tax Law to liberalize personal exemptions, increases credit for 
dependents and makes certain other changes. 


Makes provision for withdrawing up to $600.00 of deposits of deceased persons' 
bank deposits for funeral expenses. 


Legalizes mechanical blinker turning signal lights for motor vehicles. 
Provides that a Seal of 2a Notary is not necessary for attestation of deeds. 


Provides that surplus funds from the Hill-Burton Hospital bonds may be used 
for equipping the hospital. 


Provides that the debtor may exercise dominion in cases of assignment. 





Provides that municipalities may do street construction work using their own 
facilities rather than contract to have the work done. 


Provides that taxicabs may refuse to take passenger for destination within 
corporate limits of a municipality. Repeals 1951 Act 


Amends the law regarding limitation on investments by Insurance Companies to 
cover all licensed companies as well as companies incorporated in Georgia. 


Provides that in the absence of other contract, the duration of tenancy shall 
under the law be construed to be a tenancy at will. 
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
